New York, July 14.—ISpeclal. I One boat 
aground, with passengers jumping into the 
sea, one collision in the harbor, which almest 
duplicated the Northfeld disaster, dozens of 
excursion boats loaded with passengers lost 
for a time and guessing at bearings, are part 
of the fog record here today. / 

The fog came down over the bay early, 


and many Sunday outings were spoiled, al- 


though, as far as is known, no lives were lost. 

Panics of various dimensions were not rare, 
but the crews in every case succeeded in re- 
storing confidence to the frightened passen- 
gers. 


‘One Boat Is Missing. 


All of the Glen Island boats have been ac- }. 


counted for except the Matteawan, which 
left Glen Island at 7 o'clock with a full load of 
passengers for this city. At that time the 
fog was thick at the island, but the Mattea- 
wan set out without any thought of trouble. 
At 8 o'clock it was time for the Sam Sboan to 
depart for the city, but it was so thick the 


| skipper thought that it was best not to at- 


tempt the trip. The Matteawan has in all 
probability anchored in the sound. 


Passengers Jump Into Sea. 
With several hundred passengers on board, 
e steamboat Julia, which plies between 
Beach. and Cenarsie, went 
d off Barren Island about 9 o'clock 
this evening. 
When the vessel struck a panic mmediate- 


i ensued, many of the passengers jumping 


overboard during the nenen and swim- 
ming for the island. 

Among those who jumped and swam for 
the shore was George Atchinson, the passen- 
ger agent for the boat. At Barren Island he 
telephoned for assistance, stating that the 
Julia was fast aground about a half mile off | 
the island. He said at the time that it 
would be incurring too great risk to attempt 


to land passengers in the lifeboats, owing to 


the dense fog prevailing, and adding that 
they would be kept until daylight, when an 
attempt would be made to pull the vessel 
clear. 

According to the best reports obtainable 
the accident was due to the fog which en- 
veloped the entire region all day. The Julia 
was mf@&king its seventh trip of the day, and 
was proceeding at a cautious speed, when 
the skipper lost his bearings and, going too 
far in, struck the sandy bottom of the shoals 
off the island. 


Long Way to Coney Island. 


One ot these boats, Which left Pier 1, North 


River, at 2:45 p. m., did not reach Coney 
Island until 6:15. On reaching the narrows 
the pilot found the fog so thick that he de- 
cided it would be folly to attempt to steam 
through it. So the boat made a circle and 
returned almost to Pier 1 again. The 1,200 
passengers were amazed at this movement. 

The ship repeated this maneuver twice, and 
finally by following a tug through the nar- 
rows made Coney Island. 

-The presence of the fog tonight gave rise 
to startling stories that two excursion boats 
had gone down with all on board. Later it 
proved that one of these was the Julia, as al- 
ready related. 

Another rumor was that the big excursion 
steamer General Slocum, with several hun- 
dred passengers aboard, had gone down off 


Norton's Point. Investigation show this 


story arose from the accident to the Julia and 
the further fact that the General Slocum was 
detained down the bay by the fog. 

Canal Boat Is Rammed. 

Just as the Staten Island ferryboat North- 
field was struck by the Central railroad fer- 
ryboat Mauch Chunk, the Easton, a com- 
panion of the Mauch Chunk, tonight rammed 
a canal boat. 

It was on the flood tide, and just at che spot 
where the Northfield was struck. The canal 
boat was rammed amidships, as the Staten 
Island boat was, and a few minutes after the 
Easton left its slip. The impact seemed to 
be great enough to send the canaler to the 
bottom, and would have in all probability if 
it was not built of such stout timbers. The 
only injury was the ripping away of the 
guard rail. 


Great Excitement on Boats. 

The Easton struck the starboard side of the 
big, clumsy craft with a terrific crash. The 
canalboat careened to port, but righted as the 
ferryboat rebounded from the shock. There 
was a quick signal from the pilet house to 
reverse the engine, and the Easton backed off. 

‘The 300 passengers rushed to the rail and 
saw thecanalercareen. At the same moment 
they heard the children of the families on the 
canalboats scréam in terror and saw them 
picked up and carried below. 

The impending panic was soon calmed. 

The Easton was not damaged at all, but 
the remembrance of the former accident 
created great excitement among the passen- 
gers, Which was not lessened when several 
battery boatmen rowed out to offer assist- 
ance.

Mrs. Sineyowski kissed her children good-

At Eighty-seventh street the ditch seemed 


deeper, and in she plunged. At that mo- 
ment John and Walter Flens of 8701 Manistee 
avenue turned the corner. Before them they 
saw two feet wildly waving in the air, while 
the water in the ditch was churned by the 
woman's struggles. Where she had plunged 
in the water was less than three feet deep, 
and her head and shoulders were stuck fast 
in the soft mud of the bottom. The more 
the woman struggled the deeper she sank. 

The Flens brothers rushed into the water, 
each grasped an ankk; and they dragged out 
a woman. Her head and shoulders were 
covered with sHime, and she was nearly un- 
conscious. John Flens carried the woman 
to the bank and attempted to revive her, 
while his brother ran half a mile to reach a 
telephone and notify the South Chicago 
police. 

At the police station the woman saié that 
since the death of her husband two years 
ago she had made a futile attempt to support 
her seven children. Despondent over her 
troubles, she decided that life was not worth 
the living.

Mrs. Young is 30 years old and lives in the 
Hampton apartments, Thirty-ninth street 
and Langley avenue. She had been in the 
factory part of the afternoon and shortly 
after 3 o’clock she prepared to go home. She 
had occasion to light a match, but it broke 
as it ignited and fell in a pile ofrubbish. In- 
stantly the room was a mass of fire. The 
oil spattered woodwork was devoured by the 
flames. Mrs. Young seized a bucket and 
rushed to the water faucet on the opposite 
side of the room. The water had been turned 


enveloped the entire rear of the building 
and the blaze was rapidly advancing to the 
front. 

Dense clouds of smoke filled the interior 
of the factory and Mrs. Young, choked al- 
most to the point of suffocation, was forced 
to retreat. Groping her way to the office in 
the front of the building she 3 a win- 
dow and shouted for help. e cry was 
heard by Sanders and Murray. Later the 
firemen came, but Mrs. Young refused to 
leave the building. Until the blaze was ex- 
tinguished she remained inside and assisted 
the men of the insurance patrol in saving the 
most valuable property of the concern. 

The burned structure is two stories high. 
The loss ‘to the contents is estimated at 
$5,000 and to the building $1,000: Both build- 
ing and co ts are covered by insurance. 

Mrs. Young is the widow of Philip KR. 
Young, a prominent physician in Portland 
until his death. She said: 

“TI tried hard to put out the fire, but it 
spread rapidly and I was forced to the front 
part.of the building by the smoke. I called 
tor help, and the young men came to my as- 
sistance. After risking their Mves for me I 


when they were overcome by smoke. I don’t 
think I've done anything so great.”

The lettef 
will state fully the present conditions facing 
the workmen, the reasons for the failure of 
the conference of last week, and ordering 
every man to go on strike to uphold theprin- 
ciple involved. He said it would be probably 
a week before he could hear from all lodges 
through the official sources, but whether he 
hears or not he knows that in all regularly 
organized mills the men will obey at once, 
In some of the partially organized milis some 
correspondence may follow the order, but 
within a week all will be out.

Henry C. Hitt, a Lawyer, Stands Off Pa- 
trolmen for Hours — Constructs a 
Breastwork of His Household Fur- 
niture and Converis His Flat Into a 

, Barracks—Position Stormed and De- 
ender Made Prisoner—Said te Have 

reatened to Kill His Neighbors. 


Henry C. Hitt, a lawyer, who is held at the 
East Chicago Avenue Station, held the po- 
lice at bay for several hours, they declare, in 
his flat at-128 Dearborn avenue yesterday. 
Throwing a sofa, chairs, tables, and a heat- 
ing stove across the stairway, it is said, he 
barricadéd himself, and threatened to shoot 
any one attempting to scale the breastworks. 

The story, as told by other occupants of 
the building and the police, is as follows: 

Hitt went to his flat on Saturday night 
and insisted on playing ‘‘ Goo-Goo Eyes” 
on the organ, to which his wife objected. 
Her protests were met with continued efforts 
to produce music, and finally ended by her 
being pulled out of bed by the hair and 
thrown about the room, she says, until she 
was rescued by Mrs. Charles A. Graham, 
who lives on the first floor of the same 
building. | 

After the women had fied down-stairs, with 
Hitt following, he is said to have seized 
a knife and attempted to gain en- 
trance to the Graham flat. Here he was 
met by Mr. Graham, who ordered him off. 
Hitt made a lurch at Graham with the knife, 
the blade entering his clothing on the left 
side, but not penetrating the flesh. Graham 
overcame him and ran for the police. When 
they arrixed Hitt had gone back up-stairs, 
and was notarrested, as no warrant had been 
secured, and at the time the man was quiet. 

Hitt, it is said, now began to build his barri- 
cade. After-his rooms practically had been 
emptied to construct fortifications, the bal- 
lustrade was broken and used to support the 
miscellaneous collection of household furni- 
ture. He spent the night in this work, and 
about 10a. m. yesterday he became noisy. 


“Holds Policemen at Bay. 

Two policemen were sent from the East 
Chicago Avenue Station to quell the disturb- 
ance, but Hitt threatened to shoot any one 
who approached. They tried persuasion and 
then force, but Hitt succeeded in keeping 
them out.

A sharp 
fight ensued between two of the policemen 
and Hitt. who is six feet tall and a power- 
fully built man. Finally, he was overcome 
and became calm when he realized resist- 
ance was vain.

Mrs. W. Freudenberg, a widow, 56 years 
old, who conducts a saloon and hotel at 547 
Clark street, was attacked by two men early 
yesterday morning as she was entering her 
room, and after being beaten, kicked, and 
choked into insensibility was robbed of 
almost $60. 
Policemen Doyle and Perry of the Harrison 
Street Station arrested Simon Carson, alias 
Lewis, who formerly was employed by Mrs. 
Freudenberg, and Charles Madsen. Carson, 
who wore a handkerchief over the lower part 
of his face as a disguise, was identified by 
Mrs. Freudenberg. The woman is in a serious 
condition as a result of the beating and 
choking she received, and is barely able to 


at the bar until after 1 o'clock. After count- 
ing the day’s receipts she placed the money 
in a bag, locked the doors, and started up- 
stairs to her room. She had entered her 
room and had taken but a few steps, when 
two men seized her. She attempted io 
scream, and was promptly dealt a severe blow 
in the face by the disguised robber, while 
his partner seized the bag containing the 
money. 

The masked robber continued to beat and 
kick Mrs. Freudenberg, and whenever she 
attempted to scream he choked her. He 
finally tried to force a gag between her teeth. 
The instrument was sharp and cut into the 
flesh. Her mouth filled with blood and she 
almost strangled. 

The robbers then made their escape. Mrs.

Mrs. Freudenberg re- 
lated the story as best she could and fur- 
nished them a description of the robbers. 
After working on the case for more than two 
hours the policemen arrested Carson and 
Madsen at Polk and State streets. They 
were taken before Mrs. Freudenberg, and it 
is said identified.

Body, Appointed to Consider. Scheme for 
Handling Railroad Passenger Busi- 
ness at One Station. Mar Organize 
Tomorrow—Many Roads Interested 
in Plans for Building Gives Incen- 

tive te Committee—Alderman Dixon 

‘Favors Lake Front Site. 


Alderman Thomas J. Dixon and his Alder- 
manic and citizen confréres on the new Cen- 
tral Railroad Station commission, just ap- 
pointed, will call upon Mayor Harrison today 
to get his views on the subject: in hand be- 
fore organizing and taking up the formal 
work. Organization probably will de et- 
tected at a meeting tomgrrow. 

The fact that the Rock Island and Lake 
Shore roads are ready to begin the building 
of a new and costly passenger station, and 
that for some time the Western Indiana and 
its tenants in the Polk Street Depot have dis- 
‘cussed putting up a new structure are given 
as reasons for speedy work on the part of the 
commission. 

Almost the first step after organization will 
be to secure a conference with the officials 
of the Rock Island and Lake Shore roads to 
canvass the situation. The plans of these 
two roads for a new depot may be taken as 
basis on Which to work out: the scheme for a 
great central depot where the trains of all, 
or nearly all, the railroads entering Chicago 
may take on and let off passengers. 


It is known that the Mayor long has been 
interested in the general proposition to con- 
struct a great union depot in Chicago. He 
believes that, if the scheme is practical and 
the railroad people are in sympathy with 
it, the final outcome would be a structure 
of such magnitude and architectural mag- 
nificence that the crack depots of other 
cities would cease to excite comment. 

H. B. Ledyard, whom the Mayor placed on 
the commission on Saturday, is President of 
the Michigan Central raflroad and resides in 
Detroit. The Mayor picked him because he 
has been interested for years in having the 
railroads, acting with the proper city author- 
ities, do that which this small body is now 
seeking to do. Sgt 

Project Long Under Discussion. 
Railroad officials, engineers, contractors, 
and many public spirited citizens have been 
discussing the central depot project for 
years. Reports have been made by railroad 
engineers to their board of directors, and 
there is a mass of documentary matter con- 
taining the results of investigations of the 
question. Alderman Dixon says the commit- 
tee will endeavor at once to obtain this in- 
formation. 


Consider Lake Front Site. 

The idea of a central station on the lake 
front has been discussed fully as much, if 
not more, than any other locality. Alderman 
Dixon said last evening that his idea ts as full 
of life as ever. He thinks that the lake front 
is and always will be the most feasible place 
for such a depot as thecity wants. | 
Still another plan proposes the location of 
a depot south of the present Union Depot, 
which would take in all lines except the Illi- 
nois Central and possibly. the Northwestern.

Dowie Is Supreme. | 
As the Mormons followed Brigham Young, 
or as a flock of sheep follows the bell wether, 
so the faithful followed Dowie to the big 
canvas tent in a grove seven miles north of 
Waukegan. There under the shade of the 
scrub oaks Dowie was master. On every 
hand were his uniformed Zion Guards, decked 
with gold lace and wearing the insignia of the 
cross and the crescent. rever the crowd 
went, these guards mingled with it, ready 
to pounce on any. who might speak slighting- 
ly of Dowie. At exactly 8 o’clock began the 
services of the march around the temple. 
The temple as yet only is @ Cluster of scrub 
oaks, yet the eyes of the faithful build it 
of white marble. 
Out of the woods to this chosen spot, 
marching solemnly, slowly, came a body of 
mounted Zion Guards in full regalia. After 
them came the bend, full fifty pleces, playing 
a slow march, while the bandmaster twirled 
a gold baton. Then with the little giris 
ahead, came the vested choir, 800 strong, 
half in white robes and half in black. On 
the black caps were tassels, some of blus 
and seme of white, and after them all, ina 
space alone, dressed in a strange costume 
— partook of the colors of ali, marched 
wie. 
Around the temple site the fajthful 
marched, while from the assembled thou- 
sands not a whisper was heard... Into. th 
tent and upon the platform, where the choi 
formed a half circle, set off the figure of 
Dowie. Elder Mason, Overseer Piper, and 
Dr. Speicher joined their leader on thé piat- 


form. 
Apostles to Be Revealed. | 

The discourse that followed was ünusually 
quiet for Dowie. It was marked by but one 
important statement, that the rule of Zion 
City would be apostolic, and that he soon 
would announce thé names of the apostles. 

God has not told me yet who they are,” 
he said, but I hope soon to be to name 
them. 

Dowie read from the books of Malachi, of 
St. Matthew, and of Acts to show he was 
Elijah, and then related the history of his 
career since he first established himself at 
Western Springs in July, 1891.
